The defeat of the three-year-old Jubilee in

the handicap yesterday was attributed to
several causes. Many of the closest ob-
servers belleved that Willie Shaw waited a
trifle too long with the Compute colt bofore
making his fioal rsh for the wire. That
Jubllee s a eluggish fellow there seems to
be no doubt, for in both of the races run by
Mm here he has shown a disposition to lag
in the early stages. Shaw did not seem to
Do able to get him going in the first half mile
yosterday, but at the same time it looked as
If the veteran Jockey was a trifle overconfl-
dent. He flgured correctly that Voorhees,
with 120 pounds on his back, conld not re-
main in frout to the end, while he possibly
did not thiok the other starters were of inuch
scoount. At any rate when Shaw got Jubilse
under full headway the colt was nearly a
sixteenth of a mile behind Voorhees, who was
setting the pace.

The siretch run by Jubilee which followed
was one of the greatest ever seen on & rece-
track. He seemed fto literally fiy over the
ground, and when he reached the last furlong
pole it looked aa if he would surely win. But
the task was too great for him. The fact
shat he was third, beaten less than a length
by Zienap, the winner, showad beyond perad-
venture what & high clase three-year-old he
in. Accerding to the weights Jubllee con-
ceded thirty-alx pounds by the scale 1o Zie-
nap, sixteen to Riffeman and Old Honesty,
fifteen to Cressina and thirty-four te Killie-
crankle.
